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A long standing friendship of an intimate nature 
is perhaps blind to the defects of any production of 
this kind. But even the most austre critic will 
perhaps find it difficult to discover many serious flaws 
in this work of imagination. How far this drama will 
find favour with the public when put on boards is a 
matter of speculation. Bui this much can be said 
that as a pure piece of literature it will occupy an 
abiding place in the great works of the Telugu language. 
The purity of style* the sweetness of poetry and the 
flights of imagination? can be seen in almost every 
line of this work Ihe plot is not drawn from history 
or from ancient mythology It is so to speak, a novel 
drama, a child of imagination. Underneath the main 
story runs a current of great desire to blend a high 
nationalistic patriotism with genuine loyalty. The 
bride of liberty is to be given away in marriage by the 
Sovereign of a world-wide empire to a great subject 
nation as a leward of noble deeds in the hour of need, 



For the first time in our literature a picture is 
drawn by word painting by one of the noblest sons of 
India, wherein th> N possibility of a combination of 
patriotism and loyalty in a subject nation is depicted 
in glowing colours.

As can be seen from the work, the author is a 
close student of the current politics of our country 
and had utilised his poetic genius to no mean purpose. 
The poet is no stranger to the Telugu reading public, 
and reveals his piety and the reader catches almost 
at every point the pure atmosphere which .pervades 
around this work. Let the gentle reader see for 
himself whether what is said here is borne out or not 
by going through the work.
